Without moralizing, without being all 
didactic, she has concretized the struggle the soul 
man who has become aware God but dares not 
submit Him. And she treats this great human theme 
with commendable realism—only Sigrid Undset has, 
our time, been better showing through external 
incident the effects sin the human soul. little 
romanticizing appears the end the novel, but only 
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there. Fulcun Geroy thoroughly real person, 
personality, and his probings and wander- 
ings should awaken sympathy the hearts all those 
who have, one time another, felt unequal the 
greatness loving God. 


The theme ageless. Actually Miss Prescott sets her 
narrative eleventh-century Normandy but those who 
have prejudice against historical novels need take 
alarm.

Following the outbreak 
the Korean War, American policy concentrated 
building strong military defenses contain the 
spread Communism the area, using military aid 
and defense pacts instruments. The only economic 
aid gave most these countries was moderate 
amounts Point assistance. 


Dr. King believes this policy has passed the point 
diminishing returns. argues that the threat 
ternal Communist subversion more probable than 
external Communist aggression the Southest Asian 
area. policy which would counteract 
should take account the social, economic, and 
logical conditions the area. 


The Southeast Asian nations are characterized 
underdeveloped heavily dependent 
few raw material exports for foreign exchange; low 
levels health and education; and great gulf 
between the native elite and the peasant 
separation combined with the objective hardships, 
the seedbed for internal subversion.

They preferred national independence economic re- 
habilitation. They had organized army and civil 
government during the occupation, and felt 
capable managing their own affairs. After threats 
civi! war, and general strike, the Labour Govern- 
ment saw that Burma was not worth holding, and 
granted independence January, 1948.

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Chauviré traces the death struggle Gaelic Ireland 
through the Plantations, whereby the Irish dispossessed 
their lands were driven “Hell Connaught” and 
the hateful Penal Laws which reduced the population 
“to hewers wood and drawers water,” whose daily 
fare was skimmed milk and potatoes and who bled 
their cows Sunday and cooked the blood with 
sorrel.
